he is willing to’: meet the Soviet ¥ 
Premier in Washington. 

- The President has said on sev- 
eral occasions that peace with Rus- 
Sia should be handled by estab- 
' lished international agencies, such 
as the United Nations and the 
Council of Foreign Ministers. 

Stalin’s pronouncement, which 
came with dramatic suddenness 
Sunday, echoed around the globe. 

Great Britain’s reaction was 
transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment by British Foreign Secretary 
Bevin. 

The Department regarded the 
Stalin document coldly, noting 
that Russia could very readily es- 
tablish a dependable peace merely 
through existing international 
agencies. 

Reactions on Capitol Hill and 
elsewhere were tinged with skep- 
ticism, based on Stalin’s past per- 
formances in breaking his word to 
the West. 

In Moscow, the official Russian 
press and radio gave the widest 
publicity to Stalin’s statement. 

In Paris, a French Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman said the Stalin 
statement probably would crop up 
in connection with the French Na- 
tional Assembly’s forthcoming de- 
bate on the North Atlantic Pact.

NEW YORK—()—The shy “Gentleman from Georgia,” Courtney 
H. Hodges, bade goodbye yesterday to the Army he served as private 


and general. 

In elaborate ceremonies at Gov- 
ernor’s Island and at City Hall, 
Hodges, who led American forces 
in their sweep through France and 
Germany in World War II, gave 
up command of the famed First 
Army and retired after 43 years’ 
service. 

Now 62, Hodges, a 
Perry, Ga., had served in all ranks 
from private to full general after 
fiunking out of West Point in 1904. 

The retirement ceremonies be- 
gan at noon when Chiefs of the 
General. and Special Staff Sec- 
tions of the Headquarters of the 
First Army gathered m the Offi- 
cers’ Club on Governor’s Island 
at a private luncheon to say fare- 
well. There he was presented a 
second Oak Leaf Cluster to his 
Distinguished Service Medal. 

Then he was driven to the is- 
lend’s ferry slip, and there mem- 
bers of all units stationed on the 
island passed in review. 

A gun battery and a destroyer 
fired a 17-gun salute as the ferry 
plowed towards Manhattan.

Obviously the Kremlin does not want 
war now. It is not prepared in the first 
place, and in the second it is doing very 
well without resorting to open conlict. 
We have been saying that right aloyg. 
But if and when the Soviet should de- 
cide war is the proper course there is no 
reason to think it would allow any agree- 
‘ment to stand in the way. 


Florida Answers Up! 


In Florida, Gov. Fuller Warren, asking 
for a ban on wearing’ of masks and hoods 
after arrest of participants in a Tallahassee 
Klan parade, said: 


“The hooded hoodlums and sheeted 


jerks who paraded the streets of Tallahas- 


see last night made a disgusting and alarm- 
ing spectacle. 


“These. covered cowards, who call 
themselves Klansmen, quite obviously 
have set out to terrorize minority groups 
in Florida as they have in a near-by state.” 


Four of those arrested were reported 
to be Georgians. The last reference of 
the Florida Governor was undoubtedly 
directed at Georgia. 


President Truman’s recent remark that 
there are those high in Soviet Govern- 
ment who would like a settlement will 
result in careful scrutiny of Stalin’s state- 
ment. Speculation will be tied in with 
the mysterious death some time ago of 
Politburo Member A. A. Zhdanov and 
with last weekend’s equally mysterious 
illness of Deputy Foreign. Minister Vi- 
shinsky, also a member. 

At the time of the Yalta Conference 
in 1945 it was known that a majority of 
the Politburo was in favor of co-operation 
with the West. Zhdanov and Vishinsky 
were chief among those who were op- 
posed to such a course. 

/ However, until there is more evidence 
, of Russia’s peaceful ‘intentions than now 

meets the eye we cannot afford to be 

lulled into a feeling of false optimism. 

Communists the world over still are told 

by Moscow that war between Capitalism 

and Communism is inevitable. Until that 
basic policy is changed we must view any 

Russian overtures with utmost skepticism. 

First, France’s Commies, then Italy’s, and 

now Uncle Joe himself, have whined 

about peace.- Let’s continue’ getting 
stronger. 


Georgia, unfortunately, has far to go. 
Our history reflects the present, some- 
thing which is true of anysstate-or coun- 
try. Georgia has managed to get an un- 
masking bill before the legislature and, 
while it was defeated, it had good, strong 
support. Within the near future Georgia 
will vote such a measure.

Never was there a more revealing need for 

| the protection of vocational agricultural teaching 

in the State than the reaction to the floor put 

under payment to these teachers. : 


It was so strong that it makes it mandatory on the Legislature 
to see to it that the provisions are fair and legal. Obviously, aca- 
demic teachers themselves have been caught in a propaganda con- 
test and the issue is beclouded. t 


The truth is that for years there has been a conflict betweén the 
academic mind and the vocational agricultural theory. The school 
bill, as introduced, left it up to each county to do what it would 
about vocational agriculture. No county would have been bold 
enough to abolish such teaching, but many would have put upon 
vocational teachers class work in academic subjects and the voca- 
tional program would have, in time, been so watered down as to 


be meaningless. 

"Yes But— The academic approach is that it favors voca- 
do tional agricultural teaching—“but.” From there 

they go on to reveal, rather surely, that if the entire educational 

system were in the hands of the academic branch, vocational agri- 

culture would be subjected to varying degrees of pruning and dis- 

couragement. 


No amount of sophistry about building one system can hide 
the violence of the antivocational agricultural opinion. 


There are charges made—that vocational teachers are paid 
more. What they fail to say is that they are measuring nine 
months’ pay against 12._ Almost inevitably the highest vocational 
salary is measured against the average for the academic. Also, 
because of Federal funds, the vocational teacher gets mileage for his 
car up to $500 a year. This rankles. The truth is most of the 
vocational teacher’s work is outside the classroom. It is at the 
home and on the farm that he does his best job for the State. The 
scree 1 students must all have projects involving two or more 


acresgof land. These are checked each week. I have seen some 
of th ost dramatic results on these projects. I have visited many 
farms where vocational agriculture teachers have been able, through 
a boy or girl, to work a real revolution in the family. Many farm 
owners today are owners because their sons and daughters brought 
home from vocational agriculture classes information and an en- 
thusiasm to put that knowledge to work. I.think it fair to say the 
average vocational teacher puts in a good many more hours. His 
classroom work requires many night meetings; organizations of 
farm clubs and adult meetings. ° 


All teachers are necessary and of value. I have not the 
slightest intent to say which is the more valuable. One’s 
The 
unfortunate development has been that the leadership of the two 
groups, academic and vocational, carry on polite comment about 
each other, but underneath the knife is there and it is not honest 
reporting to ignore it. . 

It is said that the vocational teachers now are the only ones to 
have a floor put under their salaries. This is only technically true. 
For other teachers the language used is not “floor.” It is a “for- 
mula.” Under that formula, based on academic requirements and 
educational experience, there would have been quite a few voca- 
tional teachers who would have had their financial throats cut. 
The formula would have protected academic teachers and would 
have left vocational teachers inadequately covered. 


Value 


In more than 40 States the vocational teachers are 
recognized as specialists with duties and work 
schedules which cannot. be measured by classroom work alone. In 
many counties the vocational teacher, without extra pay, has to 
manage community canning plants; do months of work in estab- 
lishing freezer lockers, and carry on adylt education in techniques 
of inoculation of animals, building:‘of milking barns, and so on. 
To have all this wotk exclusively in the hands of the academic 
administration quite obviously would, in time, work to the great 
detriment of vocational agriculture. This would not, I hasten to 
say, necessarily grow out of any intent or a deliberate program of 
hostility. The academic et simply doesn’t consider vocational 
teaching to be more than a necessary sort of bother. There is little 
genuine sympathy for it and what sympathy there is definitely 
relegates it to an inferior position. That vocational agriculture 
should have anything but a full partnership and authority to 
direct its work out-of its own knowledge and training, free from 
academic direction, seems so plain a premise as to deny argument. 


We need them both. Any effort on the part of the academic 
department to bring the vocational agriculture department under 
its complete direction must be resisted. There is room:for both 
and a need for both. They complement one another. But, they 
don’t agree with each other. So the State must protect vocatiorfal 
agricultural teaching.

Anybody Heard From Wallace Lately? 


WASHINGTON—It ‘is interesting to note that hardly a peep has been heard from Henry Wal- 
lace since the election. After sending President Truman a perfunctory message of congratulations 
he seems to have crawled into a shell for a period of political hibernation. Word from some of his 
associates is that he has become an embittered and frustrated man. His failure to poll a sufficient 
number of votes to influence the election outcome is a source of great disappointment to him. 

“4s himself as a man without a party, genuinely disliked and distrusted and stigmatized by 
the Communist elements which flocked to his support during the campaign. : 


What Mr. Wallace may plan for the future 
or ‘what the future holds in store for him is a 
matter of little concern to the old line party 
leaders. After the sorry showing he made in the 
election, polling little more than a million votes 
out of some 48 million cast, Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike have written him off as a neg- 
ligible quantity politically. ° 

He is not looked upon as offering any 
threat to the two-party system as it has grown 
up in the country. All of the grandiose 
claims he made during the campaign about 
setting up the groundwork for a new party of 
liberals evaporated with the meager follow- 
ing he was able to command at the polls. If 
anything is heard from him in the future it 
will be but a hollow echo of his past futile 
undertaking. 

Mr. Wallace is an embittered and frustrated 
man because the whole theme of his third party 
candidacy for the presidency was built upon the 
false motive of revenge. He was out to wreck 
vengeance on Mr. Truman for two things. First, 
he had never been able to forgive Mr. Truman 
for depriving him of the presidency, something 
denied him by the fact that the Missouri man 
defeated him for the vice presidential nomina- 
tion. at the Chicago convention in 1944. Second, 
he held a grudge against the President for oust- 
ing him from the cabinet after the foreign policy 
row he had with former Secretary of State 
Byrnes. - 

At the Chicago convention where he was de- 
feated for renomination after serving four years 
as Vice President, Mr. Wallace emerged as the 
leader of liberal forces in the country, next 
Mr. Roosevelt. He succeeded to the full leadershi 
mantle upon the death of the wartime President. 
This is the thing that caused him to think it was 
within his power to defeat President Truman 
for re-election. 


He failed because of the realization by his 
former followers that he was directing his lead- 
ership into false channels. The people were able 
to see that he was running on false issues and 
that the underlying motive of his campaign was 
revenge. Hence he was deserted by the very 
elements he had counted on most. strongly for 
support. 

The pity of it all is, in a way, that the door 
was open for Mr. Wallace to have emerged from 
the campaign as something of a hero, ameng 
Democrats at least, had he been guided less by 
revenge and chosen a different course. If he 
had withdrawn from the ,race near the close he 
would have been given much of the credit for 
the great upset victory President Truman won.

The Real Threat to Communism 


BELGRADE—tThere is only one way to grasp what is happening 
in this little Balkan city, where the tough, handsome people striding 
untiringly through the snowy streets are so infinitely more impres- 
sive than their rather gimcrack capital. Belgrade is the center of 
world Communism’s first fully successful heresy. In Yugoslavia, 
Moscow has lost a vital strategic position: But this material loss is 
wholly overshadowed by the psychological menace of Marshal Tito 
as a sort of Communist Martin Luther. 

This is only natural, moreover. In the language of Arnold 
Toynbee, the masters of the Kremlin claim the double role of rulers 
of a new universal state and high priests of a new universal church. 


As did the Incas, they employ as weapons both their religion and | 


the sword. And it is precisely the combination of Red army and 
Communist Party that makes Soviet imperialism so formidable. 


Mere military power can always be resisted from with- 
out, as Soviet aggression is now being resisted by the 
West. But the worst danger to any dynamic new religion such as 
Communism is always schism from within. Tito is now making 
such a schism. He thus threatens the peculiar combination that 
gives the Kremlin its real strength, in a way that no one else can. 
And that is why the Kremlin and the Western world must both, 
from very different viewpoints, -watch what is happening in Yugo-

What is curious and important is that this quarrel which began 
with a challenge to Moscow’s temporal power is ending in a very 
At first, like all heretics, Tito claimed to be 
more Orthodox in-hiS theology than the high priests themselves. 
It is now known that he had a strong motive for doing so. He 
hoped that other national Communist parties would join his schism. 
He had sent agents out to other countries to win over allies. And 
the Gomulka episode in Poland and other signs suggest that his 


hopes were not wholly unreasonable. 

Nonetheless, these first hopes of Tito’s were disappointed, simply 
because the apparatus of every other national Communist party 
except perhaps that in China is directly controlled by the M. V. D. 
The disappointment stimulated Tito and his com- 
rades to enter the second phase of every heretic’s career. They 
have now begun to review the whole credo of their former faith, 
and to amend the entire theology to suit their own taste. 


They call the result of these amendments “popular 
Communism.” Their central: tenet, of course, is the 


meaning. But there are other, even more interesting features. 


Tito takes the word “popular” quite seriously. He now travels 
about the country, investigating the needs of his people. He flays 
his officials for ignoring the interests of the masses. 
terly denounced the Kremlin’s Machiavellianism. He has roundly 
attacked the rule that the ends justify the means. He has even 
announced that true Communism must be a growth from the people 
upward, and not a flow of orders from the party downward. 

Here is heresy indeed. Here is flat rejection of the dark new 
morality that led the Bolsheviks to leave the Socialist International 
in 1905. Furthermore, here is a logical heresy for Tito to promul- 
gate. 


In the eyes of ‘the men of the Kremlin, behind their triple walls, - 


hermetically isolated by their stern rings of guards, human beings 
must of course be reduced to mere numerals in lists of slaves in 
Siberian prison camps. But Tito has not experienced this terrible 
isolation. He has bravely led his people in a national struggle. 
He has shared danger and exchanged jokes with them in many a 


running battle and many a hidden camp. And thus it is natural if |

in Tito’s eyes human beings are still human beings. 


This does not mean that Yugoslavia is not and will not remain a~ 


tough police state. Yugoslay Communism must be “popular” if 
the nation is to support Tito in his resistance to the Comifform.

to prevent Tito from falling victim to the bullet of a Kremn 
agent. On the other hand, what is happening here in Yugoslavi 
unquestionably means that certain members of the State 

ment: are wrong when they argue ,that “Tito is just like 

other Communists.” And thus the time has come for a very serious, 
practical re-examination of Western policy toward Yugoslavia.

New Orleans SELLS Its Port 


ABOARD THE SS DEL SANTOS, En Route to South America—Sailing down the 


brown Mississippi into the blue Gulf, you meet a parade of inbound ships remi- 
niscent of the ore boats which stretch in seeming never-ending line on night runs 
out of Detroit. They come from all but two of the earth’s recognized ports, 3,000 a 


year, into New Orleans. 


And they average spending $105,000 each while there. 


That’s why New Orleans merchants and professional men are so eager to aid the port’s expansion, 
Time and again they have been told that 70 cents out of every dollar in New Orleans trade comes 


directly from the port. 
the appellation “Hub of the Hemisphere.” * But 
mostly now it goes for “Second Port, US < 


And New Orleans, despite the irflpressive 
claims of Houston, does seem to be second 
only to New York in importance as a port, 
doing twice as much export-import dollar vol- 
ume as Baltimore and Philadelphia and three 
times as much as once-great Boston. 


New Orleans, of course, has a tremendo\s 
natural advantage in the far-reaching Mississippi 
River system. Nearly 85 percent of its exports 
come down the river on barges. Nearly 20 per- 
cent of its imports move up the river by the same 
medium. 

But it is not alone as a means of transporta- 
tion that the Mississippi serves. Its presence re- 
sults in competitive rail rates which enables New 
Orleans to give preferential service to all points 
on its vast inland waterway, including Pittsburgh, 
Wheeling and Louisville on the Ohio; Chicago 
and Peoria on. the Illinois; Minneapolis and St. 
Paul on the Mississippi, and Kansas City on the 
Missouri. 

Thus New Orleans is able to lay claim to all 


New Orleans long ago quit calling itself the “Crescent City.” It still likes 


the exports of “midcontinent USA,” an ambitious 
area encompassing 22 States, where live 48.6 per- 
cent of the nation’s population, producing 61.3 per- 
cent of its agricultural income and 45.6 percent 
of its manufactured products. 


It is not so much the fact that New Orleans ig 
able to tell these people that they can ship 
cheaper through New Orleans. It is just that it 
does tell them, over and over and over again, in 
as comprehensive a public relations program as 
one could possibly imagine. 


New Orleans has always had the natural ad- 
vantages which destined it to become a great 
world port. It has long possessed the $230,000,000 
worth of wharves, docks and other facilities 
which enable it to handle 190 ocean-going ves- 
sels simultaneously and efficiently. But it is only 
recently that New Orleans has undertaken the 
selling job which is responsible for its port vol- 
ume showing an increase of 57 percent in 1947

_ Why Vinson Is Backing a Big Air Force 


WASHINGTON—The performance of “Snowbound” that the 
staged at Omaha last week recalled one of those grim and gloomy plays, after. the manner of 


Republican National Committee 


Eugene O’Neill, where members of an ingrown family, come upon hard times and hemmed in by 
the weather, sit about and pick each other to pieces with fiendish joy. The tobacco-chewing elders, 
comfortably lolling in the chimney corner within convenient range of the fire, whine about the new 
generation with its fancy ways and notions, and particularly about the young fellow who went off 
to the big city and made good and no longer pays enough attention to the home folks who might, 


of course, be named Tom Dewey. 

The Republican committee session had just 
about as much relation as that to the real prob- 
lem of the Republican Party, entertaining as the 
family feuding in a snowbound hotel was to the 
Democrats who still are sitting in the seats of 
power and not yet over their surprise at being 
there. 


The Omaha jawing bee merely demon- 
strated an already familiar fact, which is 
that members of any group or organization 
that has suffered a deféat, including politi- 
cians, will sit around afterward and bicker, 
blaming each other, or all ganging together 
on a scapegoat such as Tom Dewey offered. 


It also demonstrated another familiar fact in 
politics, which is that aspirants for high place, 
including a presidential nomination, and their 
lieutenants always are jockeying for position, in 
and out of season. The track is clear now for the 
next race. None could afford to miss this first 
opportunity to try for a favorable position which, 
in this instance, was control of the National Com- 
mittee. 

The National Committee of no party has ever 
nominated anybody for president and has ever 
elected anybody president. Nor has it ever made 
party policy. For the last eight years, until now, 
the Republican Committee was pretty well under 
the thumb of Sen. Taft, of Ohio. But Sen. Taft 
failed to win the nomination either in 1940 or 
1948. It went to outsiders because they had 
greater popular appeal—Wendell L. Willkie in 
1940 and Tom Dewey in 1948. Sen. Taft was not 


‘a candidate for the nomination in 1944, but sup- 


ported his fellow Ohioan, John W. Bricker, then 
Governor, now Senator. Governor Dewey beat 
him. | 

Nor does the skimpy and conditioned victory 
that the Dewey forces won at Omaha in retention, 
of Representative Hugh Scott, Pennsylvania, as 
Chairman have much personal future significance 


for the New York Governor. However his for- 
tunes turn out, it will not be the National Com- 
mittee that will determine either the nominee or 
what happens in the election. 

The real problem of the Republican Party 
is not who, if anybody, controls the National 
Committee. The real problem is to make the 
Party stand for something in which a ma- 
jerity of the voters can have confidence, and 
that goes to a set of principles or policy. 
That is not made by the National Committee. 
That is made right here in Congress, day by 
day. What the Republican Party does in 
Congress is what it means to the people, in 
the end. 

Governor Dewey’s downfall was his Party’s 
record in Congress, which finally proved too 
much of a load. It is interesting, perhaps signifi- 
cant, that those who attacked him most bitterly 
at Omaha for not defending that record belong to 
the Old Guard element of the Party which had 
most to do with that record. That sort of attack 
will help Tom Dewey and his wing of the Party 
with the rank and file, just as the conservative 
Democratic attack, for instance, used to help 
Franklin: D. Roosevelt, ¢ 

While the snow fight was going on at Omaha, 
some things were happening here in Congress 
where the record is to be made that should cheer 
those who were discouraged by the Omaha spec- 
tacle. Ata Party conference Senate Republicans 
decided to get together in the near future to try 
to formulate a set of principles to follow in.Jegis- 
lation. At the other-side of the:Capitol a similar 
conference of House Republicans voted to abolish 
their present Steering Committee and create a 
larger Policy Committee to which new and 
progressive members will be admitted. And the 
National Committee, itself, arranged to hold a 
general Party conference next September to adopt 
a set of principles.

The restaurants in St. Louis, Mo., reduce the 
price of eating out. The cost of living, includ- 
ing all the things I intend to grow, takes the 
biggest slide in 10 years. Butter’s so cheap I’ve 
sold my cow (at a good deal less than she cost) 
and now am trying to peddle my electric churn 
to a saloon for mixing martinis wholesale. 


Chickens, which I had considered rais- 
ing when drumsticks cost so much they 
were no fun to eat, now are down to 
Chester Bowles’ OPA levels. The experts 
tell me not to bother with corn, because 
nobody wants it. 


Onions, which sold wholesale at $4.50 per 
50-pound sack, now are less than $1. And that’s 
the way it is with every possible crop on my 
list, except maybe potatoes. I don’t know for 
sure yet about them. 

There are too many potatoes, too, but the 
Government stands reaay to buy ’em to hold up 
the price and, if necessary, dye their skins pur- 
ple to keep bargain souffles off the market. So 
I was thinking seriously about planting my land 
in potatoes and making a deal with the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture.

WASHINGTON-—Rep. Carl Vinson, Democrat, Georgia, Chairman of the House Armed Services 
Committee, predicts that funds would be voted for a 70-combat-group Air Force. Vinson made his 
flat declaration following disclosure’ at a hearing of his Committee of a plan to switch an $800,- 
000,000 item in the President’s budget for UMT to the Air Force. 


“IT am going to do my utmost.” Vinson told 
the North American Newspaper Alliance in an 
exclusive interview, “to give our country the 
strongest Air Force in the world. That’s what 
Congress wants, and—what is more important— 
what the people want. And that is what they 
are going to get. I haven't the slightest doubt 
that the necessary funds will be found and 
authorized to enable the Air Force to build up a 


‘striking power of 70 combat groups.” 


Vinson pointed out that, as head of the former 
House Naval Affairs Committee, he had been 
largely responsible for building up the largest 
Navy in the world. For many years he had been 
a leading Congressional advocate for a -“big 
Navy.” 


“Times and conditions have changed.” 
Vinson said. “Air power alone can’t win 
wars. But air power is the essential to win 
the initial battles of modern warfare. There 
can be no question about that, nor about 
the absolute necessity for us to have the 
air power able to do that.” 


“Further, the U. S. is a democracy. De- 
mocracies can’t afford to maintain huge stand- 
ing armies in peacetime to sit around waiting for 
war to come. In democracies, men have to pro- 
duce as well as consume, and we can’t have 
millions ‘of men tied up in military service if 
We are going to have a free economy and a

mittee was determined to do so. 


.“I do not anticipate any difficulty in get- 
ting the necessary Air Force funds from the 
Appropriations Committee,” Vinson said. 
“This Committee voted funds for 70 com- 
bat groups last year over the opposition of 
certain elements. I have no reason to believe 
that the committee will not do the same thing 
this year. But the Armed Services Commit- 
tee is prepared to act if the situation re- 
quires. I repeat, the public wants adequate 
ve — and the Congress is going to pro- 
vide it.” a 


Vinson would not comment on reports that the 
three armed services were allocated approxi- 
mately the same amount in the President’s budget 
due to the inability of the joint Chiefs of Staff 
to agree on a division of the $15,000,000,000 
President Truman fixed for the military. 

It is reliably understood that the joint Chiefs 
of Staff operate on a rule requiring unarimous 
decisions. That is, each of the Chiefs of Staff has 
a controlling veto power. It is reported that this 
rule was used by the Army and Navy to block a 
division of the budget funds that would give the 
Air Force 70 combat groups. 

It is asserted that this rule of the joint Chiefs 
of Staff was responsible for the President’s 
recommendation that the Air Force be limited 
to 48 combat groups. 

“I am not in favor of reducing the funds for 
the Army and Navy,” Vinson said. “It’s not ‘wise 
to put all our eggs in one basket. We’need a 
strong Army and a strong Navy, particularly 
in under-surface craft. But some eggs are larger 
and more desirable, and we should see to it 
that we have plenty of them.”

Bearden, World Series hero and 
American League rookie of the 
year, was honored at the annual 
writers’ banquet along with his 
manager, Lou Boudreau, who was 
named the “Outstanding athlete of 
the year.” 

Charley Bednarik, Jenn football 
star, was honored as “lineman of 
the year.” 

The 27-year-old native of Hel- 
ena, Ark., was almost given up for 
dead after suffering injuries in 
the sinking of the USS Helena 
in the Pacific! But he rallied 
and with the aid of surgery that 
filled him with platinum plates, 
returned to good health. 

The partial loss of mobility in 
Bearden’s right leg didn’t stop him 
from winning 20 games in his first 
full year as a major leaguer. It 
didn’t prevent him from tossing a 
shutout in his farst World Series 
game and from turning back the 
challenging Boston Braves in the 
final 1948 series game to win the 
world’s baseball title for Cleve- 
Jjand.

| “We want to teach our people. We want 
to help them to be decent and respectable, 
ad to : eae how to treat their fellow man on the street. 
We want to teach them how to dress with modesty and 
how to keep their families.

Ruby Blackburn has been a friend for some time, as she is 
of many people in this community and I knew she had come to 
ask for help for a project that is dearer to her even than her son 
who wears an officer’s uniform in the Navy. 

She is one of the handful of Negro men and women who spark 
the Atlanta Negro Cultural League Training Center ... that pair 
of ramshackled old buildings on Auburn Street, still not paid for, 
that fade out in her vision te become a real institution of training 
for her people. . 

They have no high-flown’ ideas of taking over big jobs for which 
they are not fitted. 

Their curriculum is simple, within reach, practical. 

“The Training Center is an institution operated by the citizens 
of the City of Atlanta. Its purpose is to improve all classes of 
. labor, teaching them to perform a much better job. . .. In these 
“- elasses one will be taught the correct way to obtain employment 
as wel’ as how to do one’s job. 

“There will be modern conveniences in this center ... cafe- 
teria, rest room and assembly room, available to all organizations. 
The Center urges all out-of-town shoppers to enjoy these con- 
veniences, which will be as follows: Education, culture classes, 
supply employment, supply maid, how to obtain jobs, public con- 
duct, cooks, porters, janitors, butlers, health clinic, family rela- 
tions, public affairs, nursery, baby sitters.” 

That is all there is to it. It has no vaunted aims to revolutionize 
the world. It is not “uppity.” It is as simple and honest as hard 
work’has always been and that is the kind of dignity it has assumed. 

Now it is not easy to get money to support such a training 
center. It is too humble to attract the endowment and foundation 


funds, and appealing as it does mainly to adult education, it cannot 


share in public education appropriations. 

With an initial debt of $24,000 for the old buildings and the 
property, the directors now owe only $3,700. Every dollar'has been 
squeezed from meager budgets, bazaars, sales of old clothing, 
special collections, tickets for chances on items donated to them 
‘y friends. 

It is a hard fight, and it needs the support of the others who 
believe that democracy begins at home. 

You see, here are some people who feel keenly the truth of 
the premise of J. W. Holley, the Negro professor of Albany, who 
recently titled a book on his race so succintly: 

“You Can’t Build a Chimney from the Top.”

Look Twice at Dior CG ollection

Christian Dior is the man who MAKES the 
stuff that dreams are MADE of... as you 
have probably already observed from ‘his col- 
lection of American-designed clothes presented 
yestenday afternoon at two showings in Rich’s

If you couldn’t believe your eyes, you were 
entirely right. First impressions won’t last 
any longer than a bubble in a high wind where 
his designs are concerned. And any similarity 
between his clothes and those of other design- 
ers is not entirely accidental.* ° 


And if you took along any preconceived 
ideas of rushing right home and running up a 
little Dior copy, you’re not alone. Others have 
tried, but it wasn’t the same. 


For instance, the little black and white 
linen number had, which you probably didn’t 
see, narrow slit pockets on either side of the 
pleated skirt. With this black linen skirt, the | 
blouse of white linen was slit on either side, == 
notched in at the waistline and worn outside *% 
the skirt. Around this, if you remember, was 
a wide powder blue silk sash, knotted at the 
waist and extending to the hemline with deep ; 
fringe on the end. And completing the en- 
semble was a small waist-length bolero jacket 
of white linen with plain neckline to slip under 
the collar of the blouse and three-quarter 
sleeves. 

Hardly a likely candidate for snap judg- :

These are stitched with several rows of slightly 
contrasting blue thread from the underside of 
the skirt.

He said that at present “we 
have a form of organization that 
is hopeless by way of economy.’ 

The 74-year-old former Chief 
Executive said that the burden of 
Government is piling up on the 
average citizen and threatens to 
overwhelm him. 

“IT believe this country has 
reached the saturation point by 
way of taxation,” he added in re- 
ply to committee questions.

Proposed for Allatoona 


WASHINGTON — (?) — The: 
Power Commission has approved 
for a three-year period the rates 
and charges proposed by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior for power 
from the Allatoona project near 
Cartersville, Ga. 

- The Georgia Power Company 
would buy the power under a pro- 
10-year contract with the 

terior Department. 


The multiple-purpose Allatoona 


ra is being constructed by the 
y Engineers, with completion 
- pprpectes late this year. 

The proposed contract was sub- 
mitted to the Commission by the 
Secretary of the Interior because 
FPC approval was needed for the 
rates and charges. 

Under it, 
Army Engineer restrictions, the 
entire power output, except for 
what is needed to operate the 
project, will be delivered to the 
Company on its 115-kilovolt line at 
the Allatoona station switchboard. 

The Government reserves the 
right to use Allatoona power for) 
firm service to its own facilities, 


except for certain 


public bodies and co-operatives up 
to 2,500,000 kilowatt hours in any 
calendar week, and when output 
is less than the Government re- 
quires the Company will make up 
the deficiency. 

Under the terms approved by 
the FPC, the Company will pay 
$32,500 a month when one 36,000- 
kilowatt unit is available for op- 
eration and $42,500 a month when 
two 36,000 units are available. 

In addition, the Company will 
pay 3.5 mills per kilowatt hour for 
on-peak energy delivered to it, 2

Senate rules to permit a two-thirds 
majority to shut off debate on any 
subject. A tight 20-man bloc of! 
Southern Senators sees it as a 
move to push across the Truman 
anti-lynch, anti-poll tax, anti-dis- 
crimination bills which they con- | 
tend invade State jurisdictions. 

The compromise is being writ- 
ten by Senator Stennis, Democrat, 
Mississippi, who said it would al- 
‘ low 86 of the 96 Senators to limit 
debate on matters of grave na- 
tional emergency.
